DRIER'S FAMILY 


WANT VENGENGE 
FOR HIS DEATH 


They Will Oppose Scott’s Plea 
That the Killing Was in 
Self Defense. 








When the Coroner’s inquiry into the 
killing of William F. Drier of 65089 
Arsenal street by his neighbor and 
former friend, Charles E. Seott, of 
5093A Arsenal street, is resumed Wednes- 
day, members of the family of Drier 
will be there demanding vengeance for 
the death of the husband and father 
and members of Scott’s family will be 
there to support him in the telling of 
his story of self-defense. 

At the partial inquiry Monday it was 
shown how Drier and Scott, former 
close friends, had fallen out over a loan 
made by Drier to Scott after Drier had 
helped Scott to get on the police force 
and how the feud was intensified by 
Drier having Scott dismissed‘ from the 
force after they had had a 4ifficulty 
over the loan. The continuance to 
Wedhesday was taken because Scott, 
who was wounded in the encounter, was 
at that time unable to testify. 


Scott Getting Better. 

Scott’s condition is improving and it 
is expected that he will testify Wednes- 
day, as he told Policeman Rosenbauer 
after the shooting that Drier fired two 
shots, one of which graged his abdomen 
and the other pierced his wrist before 
he returned the fire. 

To explain his possession of a re- 
volver, he will say that he was carry- 
ing it to sell and not bec&use he ex- 
pected trouble with Drier. 

The statement of John F. Wilmes, 
Drier’s bartender, bears out the alle- 
gation of Scott that Drier’s attitude was 
aggressive when the men met near 
their homes and renewed a quarrel 
about a loan which Drier had made to 
Scott and about Drier later causing 
Scott to be dismissed from the police 
force. 

How Fight Started. 

According to Wilmes, Drier said to 
Scott he understood he was angry and 
when Scott admitted that he was, Drier 
said: ‘‘Here’s the place to fight it out.’ 
The shooting began then, but Wilmes 
says he does not know which fired first.

These became stronger the fur- 
ther south he flew, but his engine was 
in splendid condition, and did not skip 
once, as he fought ever onward against 
the baffling air current, which alter- 
nately came in from the sea and then 
from the land side of his course. 

The aviator had little difficulty in 
picking his course, for the most part of 
the way, as all he had to do was to 
kcep the ocean in sight at his left.

He used 14 
gallons. 

Atwood’s unfortunate accident in the 
air was made all the worse because it 
lost for him the privilege of winning 
his aviatof’s pilot license, for which he 
was flying when his motor stopped. At- 
wood has been repeatedly approached by 
the officials of the Aero Club, the or- 
ganization that assumes the right to is- 
sue pilot licenses. Up to yesterday the 
Boston flyer was not very keen about 
flying for his license. He told the Aero 
Club officials to judge his flying, and if 
they thought it was worth a license he 
would be willing to accept it. 
Yesterday, however, Maj. Samuel Re- 
ber of the United States Signal Corps 
explained to Atwood he would like te 
judge his flying with a view to granting 
him @ license. Atwood was so much 
impressed with Maj. Reber’s sincerity 
he decided to make the prescribed 
flights. 

Easily Makes Figure Eights, 

Last evening Atwood stepped into his 
biplane and shot up to an altitude of 
1000 feet. He had to describe five figure 
eights, circling two prescribed poles 
about five hundred yards apart. This 
series of figure eights Atwood made in 
splendid form, ending with a spiral glide 


from 1000 feet to the earth and landing’ 


within nine feet of a prescribed spot, 
ane landing makes a new world’s rec- 
ord for accuracy in alighting with an 
aeroplane on wheels.

HE husband is the boss of the 
house. 


He may fire the ‘cook, eat what 
he wants at any hour that he wants it 
and run things generally around the 
house as he sees fit. That’s what Judge 
Charles L. Long of Springfield, Mass., 
said in deciding a suit for separation 
brought by a'wife who complained that 
her husband was interfering with the 
household economics. The Judge said 
it's the husband that pays the bills and 
that makes him boss. 

Some St. Louis women agree with the 
Massachusetts Judge and some do not. 

“The orly difference between that 
Judge and Rip Van Winkle,” said one 
Prominent St. Louis clubwoman to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “is that Rip 
woke up after 4% years. The Judge 
must have gone into a trance 50 years 
ago and he hasn’t woke up yet. He is 
still dreaming with the old blue laws.” 

“Those are wise rules for household 
peace and happiness that are laid down 
by the Massachusetts Judge,” said an- 
other St. Louis clubwoman. “It is be- 
cause women do not. observe precepts 
such as he gives that there is so much

“Now taking it for granted that it is 
the wife who has the money and pays 
the bills, what privileges and powers 
will this Judge give her? Can she have 
her meals at any hour she wants them 
and come home at any hour she wishes? 

“This Judge says that if a husband 
does not like a servant girl he may dis- 
charge her. Would it be. any more ri- 
diculous for the wife to walk down to 
the husband’s office and discharge-his

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AT LAST A DEED. 

“Hurrah! At last a deed!” shouts the West- 
phalian Gazette, voicing the joy of the Chauvinists 
over the news that Germany is sending the Pan- 
ther to Agadir, Morocco. It is not much of a 
deed. The Panther is a diminutive gunboat, with 
a crew of 121 men, but the action of the Govern- 
ment arouses two hopes in the minds of the 
German jingoes—the hope that the German Gov- 
ernment has at last decided to demand the part 
tion of Morocco and the hope that Germany’s 
new Navy and powerful army may be put to prac- 
tical use as bulldozing devices or fighting ma- 
chines. . 

Undoubtedly conditions in Morocco are bad. 
Chaos rules there. Strong measures wil] be neces- 
sary to restore order and the semblance of gov- 
ernment, but under the Algeciras treaty it is the 
function of France, representing the signatory 
pewers, to establish order and to protect the 
lives and property of foreigners. France has not 
resigned the task, and Germany’s action is puz- 
zling and disconcerting. Its importance arises,|t 
not so much from Germany's intentions with re- 
gard to Morocco as from the possibility of its 
arousing European dissension. The jingoes of 
England are quick to scen: this possibility and 
to attach warlike significance to Germany’s con- 
duct. 

Probably Germany merely intends the Panther 
incident as a warning to France that if she at- 
tempts to seize and occupy any part of Morocco,

TO PREVENT LOCKJAW.

2. Carefully and thoroughly remove 
from the wound every particle of for- 
eign matter. 
8. Cauterize the wound thoroughly 
with a 25 per cent solution of phenol 
(carbolic acid). 
4. Apply a loose wet boric acid pack. 
5. Inject subutaneously 1500 units of 
antetetance serum, 
6. In no case should the wound be 
closed. It should be allowed to heal 
by granulation.

Although he is 
drawing $10,000 a year in Washington 
and his eontract does not expire until 
after the season of 1912, McAleer is dis- 
gusted over affairs in Washington and 
will get out. The Washington club runs 
along with no business management or 
staff of scouts, such as other clubs em- 
ploy, and McAleer consequently finds 
himself stuck with a team of veterans, 
He is wealthy and intends to buy a 
minor league club; in fact, he has al- 
ready started negotiations. 

Clark Griffith hasn’t a chance to stick 
{pn Cincinnati the way things are going 
there. Griff registered a failure with 
the Reds, although he commands a team 
of individual stars aud has spent much 
money in the upkeep of his machine. 
The principal treuble is lack of good 
pitching, the same as it was when Griff 
bossed the Yankees. Cincinnati is down 
on the Old Fox, the papers are burning 
up the team every day, and Herrmann 
is disgusted. 

Wallace Is Among Them. 

Other managers who may be asked to 
move are Patsy Donovan of the Boston 
Americans, Bob Wallace of the St. Louis 
Browns, George Stovall of Cleveland, 
Fred Tenney, Boston Nationals, and pos- 
sibly Bill Dahlen of Brooklyn.

No Greeting at Door, New York- 
er Starts Search and Hunt of 
Four Days Is in Vain.

NEW YORK, July 4.—For the first 
time in the 22 years of their married 
life, Mrs. Delia C. Levison did not meet 
her husband, Benno Levison Jr., at the 
door of their home last Friday after- 
noon when he returned from his office. 
Levison is president of the National 
Discount Co. ; 

Mrs. Levison’s greeting to her hus- 
band has been an invariable incident of 
his day. When she did not meet him 
at the door Friday he called at once to 
his daughter, Bianca, to know where 
her mother was. 

‘“Isn’t she home?” cried the girl. ‘“‘She 
went out at 2:30 for a pair of slippers. 
She asked me if I wanted anything, but 
she didn’t say a word about going any- 
where else or about being late in get- 
ting back.”’ 

Police Are Notified. 

It was 5:30 when Levison reached his 
home. An hour latex, when Mrs, Levi- 
son had neither returned nor any word 
had come of her, the family began a 
Systematic search, Friends and ac- 
quaintances were telephoned to, hos- 
pitals were visited or questioned, and at 
10 o’clock the police were notified. 

Saturday and Sunday brought no 
change in the situation. Yesterday the 
search was extended to all the towns 
in the meétropolitan district and de- 
scriptions of the missing woman were 
telegraphed as far west as Chicago ann 
Milwaukee, as far south as Louisville 
and Washington and throughout New 
England.

Mrs. Levison suffered a sunstroke. For 
some time she was ill and with the 
first pronounced heat of each summer 
Since that time she’ has had attacks 
of extreme nervousness, which phy- 
sicians have traced back to the sun- 
stroke of 18 years ago. This has given 
the Levison family its only hope in the 
present circumstance—that she may now 
be suffering from aphasia, and wandered 
from the city without heving met with 
any accident. 

This hope gains strength from the 
fact that for some days before Friday 
Mrs. Levison had been under high tén- 
sion nervously. The attack had been 
like those of years before, except that 
in thig instance she had betrayed a ten- 
dency toward melancholia.

AT INDIANAPCLIS 
DEVIEWS PARADE 


Executive’s Busiest Day of Tour 
to. End With Speech on 
“Reciprocity.”

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 4.—After 
a few hours’ rest at the Home of former 
Vice-President Charles’ W. Fairbanks, 
President Taft arose this morning to the 
most strenuous day of his Western trip. 
From the time scheduled for “him to 
leave the Fairbanks home the President 
did not have an idle moment. 

Indianapolis is gaily decorated with 
the presidential and American flags 
and bunting. The residents of the city 
were bestir early along the line of march 
of the big “sane Fourth”’ parade, one 
of the features of the celebration. Taft 
reviewed the parade in Monument place. 

Following the parade the presidential 
party went to the Marion Club for an 
informal reception to the members, and 
at noon the President was the guest of 
the Columbia Club at luncheon. 

At 1:30 he was escorted to the Amer- 
ican Association ball park for the ath- 
letic contests. 

Railway trainmen became the hosts of 
the President after the ball park exer- 
cises and escorted him to the State Fair 
Grounds to witness the head-on colli- 
sion between two locomotives. The 
President was to return to the Fair- 
banks home ‘at 5 o’clock and rest until 
7, when -he will attend the Marion Club 
banquet and make the principal speech 


of the trip. 

President Taft has chosen “Reci- 
procity’ as the subject of his banquet 
address. In the address it is said the 
President will defend his Republican- 
ism in making the agreement with 
Canada.

Food for the Baby — rs * os : 
Cause of the Break 
in Sidney Love Home 





Father Wanted to Give Infant Strongest of @ 
Prepared Diet, and When Nurse and Mother 
Objected He Went Into Rage and Fle«2.

NEW YORK, July 4—It was the 
baby’s food that broke up the home of 
Sidney Love. Mrs. Love said today in a 


new and entertaining chapter of the 
Love marital difficulties. 

She has just returned from Baker 
City, Ore., .where she went with her 
mother, Mrs. C. C. Burns of Chicago, 
to defend an action brought by her 
husband, who charges her with deser- 
tion. Two depositions given in England 
by former employes “‘have cheered her 
all up” for they téll of her attitude to- 
wards her husband about the time of 
their separation. 

‘The real cause of our separation has 
never been told,’ said she. “It was in 
itself a seemingly trivial thing. It was 
after the baby had passed its first six 
months and the time had come to 
change its diet. He and I visited a 
London physician together and - learned 
that a certain kind of prepared food 
was best. It came 'in three strengths 
and Mr. Love iisisted on our giving the 
infant the strongest. His contention 
was that if any of it were good the 
strongest must be best, 

Husband Fiew Into Rage. 

“The child became very: -ill and the 
trained nurse was sure it was the im- 
proper food that was to blame. She did 
not dare to tell Mr. Love and begged me 
to get his permission to stop the feed- 
ing. When I told him he flew into a 
rage and left the house. He told the 
nurse, Mrs. Gordon, that he was going 
to come down from London in a motor 
car and take het and the baby back 
to America. We could not prove that 
threat until today—not having had be- 
fore Mrs. Gordon's affidavit. 

‘It was then that I went to the 
American Embassy and obtained an En- 
glish solicitor, who arranged for the 
baby’s removal from the country place 
to an address where Mr. Love couldn't 
find her. I went, too. Shortly after Mr. 
Love sailed for New York on the 
Deutschland. 

“Although it was supposed he had 
lost his all in the failure of his brok- 
erage house, and in spite of the fact 
that he obtained from me $10,000 after 
the failure, he insisted on having a valet 
during the whole seven months he 
stayed in England. I sold my dresses 
in New York to raise money enough to 
help him. 

‘When my mother took Mr. Love and 
me and the two nurses to England and 
paid all the bills, she lived in the same 
house with us for seven months and 
never knew we were not quite as: happy 
as I pretended. She did not know I had 
paid out of my personal account $2200 
for personal household bills at Newport 
in the summer of 1905, just before I was

taken ill. She did not know that of the| 
$6000 that my illness and the baby birth smoked more than 10 in any one day. 


Lils I tae soed the 
major portion. ‘She did met xusw—ne 
one knew—that of a letter of credit for 
$5000 that my mother obtained for me 
just before we sailed for Europe, 3 
spent only $100 on myself and the balk 
ance I gave to my husband. 
She Gave Him Checks. 

“And I had given him checks, one for 

$7000 and the other for $3000, just before 


we left New York after his fallure. He. 


had showered me with presents during 
our engagement; after our marriage he 
gave me nothing. I noticed that other 
husbands kept on giving their wives 
presents and I wanted everyone to think 
that my husband did too, so on one of 
my birthdays I bought myself a pearl 
nacklace, and my husband heard me 
tell everyone that he had given it to mé. 
He never said a word about ft, even te 
me, and I never mentioned it to him.” 

The present status of the case is that 
Mrs. Love’s absolute divorce will be 
made valid in September if the inter- 
locutory decree is pronounced final by 
the Court in White Plains. Love's suit, 
which includes a démand for the cus- 
tody of the child, will be brought up 
for final hearing in Baker City some 
time this month. 

Ten Cigarettes Her Limit. 

Mrs. Love complained bitterly that 
her side of their troubles never got into 
the newspapers, but that the harsh 
things alleged by her husband against 
her were always printed. In proof she 
alleged that Love's attorney, in open 
court in Baker City, acquitted her of 
the charge that she is a “dope fiend,” 


“Most of the newspaper stories have. 


emanated from Chicago,” her counsel 
said. He admitted that Love, before 
the hearing in Baker City, that his at- 
torney, Clarence Darrow, had given to 


newspapers in Chicago statements in 
his bill filed against Mrs. Love in Ore- 


gon. He charged her with being a 
drunkard, a dope fiend and a cigarette 
fiend. His retraction of part of these 
statements was not printed. He admit- 
ted on the stand in Baker City that he 
had never seen her drink a drop of 
liquor, and bolstered up his drug-fiend 
charge by saying that in his opinion 
anyone who took drugs without a pre- 
scription was a fiend. He admitted he 
was not sure whether a physician had 
ordered her to use drugs or not. 

‘He admitted that the publication of 
these statements was a mistake, but de- 
clared he did not make the statements 
and did not feel like entering into what 
he called a newspaper controversy by 
refuting them.” 

Mrs. Love said that it was her hus- 
band who taught her to smoke cig- 
arettes before their marriage, but for 
long months. at a time she never 
smoked at all. Instead of burning up
